ANIMAL MORPHOLOGY AND ECOLOGY, U.S.S.R. ACADEMY OF 
SCIENCES, WITH A COPY TO KAZAKOV, HYDROMET. 

2. DEAR ACADEMICIAN SOKOLOV: DR. KENTON MILLER, RESEARCH 
SCIENTIST, UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN, SCHOOL OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES, HAS INFORMED ME THAT HE HAS RECEIVED AN INVITA- 
TION THROUGH U.N.E.S.C.O. CHANNELS TO ATTEND OUR BIOSPHERE 
RESERVE SYMPOSIUM IN MOSCOW. DR. MILLER SUBMITTED HIS

WE COULD USE AS MUCH TIME AS POSSIBLE FOR DISCUSSIONS OF 
INDIVIDUAL PAPERS. 

8. I AM DELIGHTED TO KNOW THAT DRS. KAZAKOV AND BROWN 
WILL BE JOINING US DURING THE SYMPOSIUM. 

9. AS YOU KNOW. MISS RAISA SCRIABINE WILL BE THE 
INTERPRETER FOR THE U.S. SIDE FOR INFORMAL LANGUAGE 
ASSISTANCE. WE EXPECT THAT THE SOVIET SIDE WILL PROVIDE 
TWO OR MORE FIRST CLASS INTERPRETERS FOR THE BIOSPHERE 
RESERVE SYMPOSIUM TO HANDLE ALL FORMAL CONFERENCE 
INTERPRETING. 

10. I WILL COMMUNICATE IN A SEPARATE CABLE THE DETAILS
